She had unadvisedly embarked the whole 
of her hard earned gains in the undertaking, trusting somewhat thought- 
lessly to embody “ a theatrical academy” upon an extensive scale, with 
theatrical representations. When, therefore, after much exertion, she 
saw the inevitable annihilation of her hopes, her little capital exhausted 
and encumbered with the most useless of earthly possessions, an “ unsuc- 
cessful theatre,” her friends strenuously advised her to pay brother Jona- 
than a visit.
